Tlie Address to tifo'Tlironc. 

. 1^ I The:;legi8lativq mpuntaiDS labored 
heavily last week, and brought forth 
Bomething mofo lhan' a " mouse" — ^an 
. . addrea8.1tQ...tb.ei.l!C.brQn.o, ocqnpying a 
column and a half of yesterday's pu^. 
per. Wo have no desire whatoTor to 
disparago the doonment j far from it. 
We regard it not as a '* ridiculus mtis," 
but ai a sensible; straightforward and 
truthful • exposition of' the state of 
affairs in these Oolonies, showing 
boldly and clearly tho necessity tbnt 
calls for retrenchment and immediate 
qnion ; perhaps- ' the recent tele- 
grams despatched to the Impoilul 
QpTOrnmeqt <:OQald hardly have been 
explained in fewer words. The only 
matter of regret is that so many gold- 
en opportunities for exerting an im-< 
portant influence oyer the dotermina^ 
tions and actions of Downing street in 
reference to our Colonial grievftDCos 
and requirements should have been 
let slip, while the only potent effort is 
put forth at a time when its efficacy is 
likely to be of no avail. Tho proba- 
biiitie's are' that the long-talked of bill 
for the union of the Colonies will have 
been submitted to Parliament, and 
the whole question determined boloi-o 
oven the telegram can reach its destin- 
ation, and that by the time the address 
arrives in England the recess will have 
taken place. Lingering on in the vain 
hope that each . successive mail would 
announce the consummation " so de- 
voutly to be wished," the Legislature 
has been more content to effervesce in 
words than to deal' in abtions. There 
is a limit, bo wo v or, even to the endur- 
ance of tho people of Taticottver Island, 
and t>e ^yil .effects of our present sy6^ 
tern 6'f government, and our unnatural 
severance and eHCrangotncnt from tho 
Bistei:' 'Colony arc prossiug upon us 
more sorely than tho pooplo can bear. 
If this rumoi* "published yesterday in 
respect to the refusal of tlio Imperial 
sanction to the bill imposing difloren" 
tial duties on ' goods imported into 
British Columbia from this Colony, bo 
a fbot, which wo have every reason to 
believe it is^'-one crying evil has boeu 
removed,and tbo iniquity of our fellow 
colonists rocoila upon tliemsolvos. 
But tho relief sought cannot end there ; 
tho essential prayers of the petition, 
viz., " Immediate Legislative Union," 
and an economical civil, list for the 
united colonies, are necessary to the 
recovery ol this Colony from its pre- 
sent state of impeouniosity. So far 
we ondorso the action oi* the Assembly, 
but when we como to examine the 
Civil List proposed for the united 
Colonies, wo feel bound to dissent 
from the first item. - The Assembly 
asks tho Iinporial Qovornment, on the 
one hand, to appointra Governor to 
rule over tho vast extent of country 
embraced in these two Colonies who 
shall bo ''possessed of large esqperiencc," 
and offers him at tho same time a Bti~ 
pend of £2000 for Lis v nimble experience! 
Tho^pay is only equal to what tho 
Governor of St. Helena, an Island 21 
miles in circumference receives for 
ruling over that vast extent of terri-. 
tory and to the salaries of tho Gtover- 
nors of Newfoundland, Bahamas and 
Sierra Leone, while it is £1000 less 
than that paid to tho Govornor's of 
Nova Scotia, New IJrunswick and 
Autigua. £740 less than is paid to 
tho Governor of Bermuda ; £2000 be- 
low Barbadoes; £1500 below Trini- 
dad ; £3000 helow Gibraltar, M.iUa 
and Hoiigkonts Xl'iOU below JN'cw 
Zealand; £5000 bulow Mauritius or 
Ceylon. Whence then, is the experi- 
enced man to bo obtained ? from the 
gold coast, Labuan, Heligoland or 
the Falkland Island ? will tho " oxpo- 
rionced man" bo forthcoming for the 
money? Wo think not. it would 
have boon wiser wo consider, not to 
attempt to fetter the hands of Mi 
Cardwell by such a restriction in the 
selection of the future CJovcrnor of 
these 'Colonies, or wo may onco more 
experience tho ibreo of tiio moral in 
the fable of .lupitor ami tho frogrt. 
The other points touched upon in the 
address, viz: the importance to Colo- 
nial and Imperial interests of slcam 
communication with J^'anama" in pro- 
moting Briliah Hentimont in tliirf pari 
of tho world," and " in paving tho wuy 
for greater undertakings of tho kind," 
and our inability to secure tho advan-. 
tngo without a helping hand from tho 
maternal frovcrnnient ; tho unprece- 
dented olVori.s iioroLofuro made by the 
few tux jjiiyorH of hoUi Colonies in 
self supjjort and iiHcrual improve- 
ments, in tho payment of lartco mail 
subsidies to foreign stcumboat eomjia- 
nios ; and the general faith in the 
mineral and other numerous resourcos 
of these Colonics are well introduced 
and cannot fail to carry weight with 
the Home Government. 



Vancouver Island and British 
Columbia.

VlCToiUA, VANi-(ir vi:ii Isi.am), ,I;ir.. 21. 

I arrived in this place after an ab- 
sence in California of 16 months, and 
am compelled, with snoh regret, toan- 
nOUUOO that I find a sud change for the 
worse, and a marked contrast to the 
flourishing country i iiiivo ho lately 
loft. There every iutero.st \w\\a pro- 
gressing, tho country nourishing, and 
the commercial capital (San Francisco) 
growing fhst in size, woalth and im- 
portance. 

In Victoria J find llio population 
reduced; a largo proportion of build- 



ings of every class unoccupied ; tho 
rents of such as avo occupied lowered 
in amount and' many in arroar ; real 
property sunk to a'noniinal' value and 

unsaloabloj except in a few exception- 
al cases — so few that I cannot learn of 
any bonajide sale at any price ; trade 
dull and diminished i» amount. One 
cf the largest houses closed its business, 
bankruptcies numerous, and " skedod- 
dlcrs" (tho modern euphuism for fugi- 
tive debtors) abuudiuit, money scarce, 
and tho employment of labour limited. 
Nothing flourishing or buoyant but 
taxation and Government expenditure 
— much of tho latter .on unproductive 
objects, and tho former finding its 
reluctant way into tho Treasury only 
under tho coercive process of forced 
sales of real property by the Sheriff lor 
delinquent taxes. 

It need not bo matter of surprise 
that tho Government — which propo'^cs 
or prompts, collects and oxpouds tho 
publin money— should not be regarded 
with much favour in the present uu. 
toward condition ot tho affairs of the 
colony ; and tho Governor comes in 
for indiscrimioato censure, causes be- 
ing often overlooked and effects only 
condemned. 

Tho causes which produced tho pres- 
ent unfortunate condition ot affairs are 
not numerous, but some of them go 
far back into tho earlier history of the 
colony, with which 1 shall uot ali pres- 
ent trespass on your spacci A few of 
tho more immediate causes towhich I 
attribute tho present depression, hows 
ever, as i shall try to stato thcni sue- 
cinctly, will, i bIiouUI hope, deserve 
your attootion, affecting, as they do, a 
colony which, from its position, ought 
to command tho appreciation of tho 
Jlonio (iovcrnmont on Imperial con- 
siderations, and which may bo raado 
of great commorcial importance to iho 
mother country by wise and prudent 
managoment. 

You arc aware that thi.s colony of 
Vancouver Island and tho neighbour', 
ing one of British Colunibia had boon 
for some years governed by ono Gos 
vernor under, different political and 
fiscal systems, Vancouver having ro- 
presontativo institutions and a free 
port, British Columbia being governed 
by the Governor alone, and raising 
its revenue from Customs' duties. On 
the surface those systems, so different 
in character, would appear antagonis- 
tic ; but tho one Governor was able to 
turn them to tbo advantage of both 
colonies. Had tho last incumbent 
boon succeeded by one Governor for 
both colonies, tho success which had 
attended the formo/ Administration 
might have continued. But in an evil 
hour, under pactial knowledge of factfs, 
and acting upon wrong impressions, 
engendered by misrepresentations as 
to both countries, the lato Secretary 
for tho Colonies dotorminod to divide 
tho Govornment, and 3 ppointed a Go- 
vernor for each. This slop at onco 
struck a blow at tho prosperity of 
both colonies. From tho moment tho 
change ot Government was known in 
this colony it made the morcantile 
community r.neasy, capitalists timid 
and cautions, and tho general public 
distrustful of iho future or afraid that 
some undefined misfortune would 
happen. To account for those effects 
I should mention that the trade of 
Victoria was cliieOy with British Col- 
umbia, and that the capital with which 
tne enterprise of the latter colony had 
been sustained was chiefly supplied by 
Victoria. 

Tho change of Government was ag- 
gravated, or rather the bad elfects ol 
tho change wore aggravated by the 
peculiar circumstances of Victoria at 
(he time the change occurred, and by 
the further action of tho Home Go- 
vernment in adding to the expense of 
Govornmont. Up to this time, since 
the discovery of gold in 1858, a large 
amount of capital had been invested 
ID building up a town at Victoria. 
Land rose greatly in price, and rents 
wore high, and so was the interest of 
money, yet time sufTiciont had not yet 
elapsed to enable property owners to 
reap the benefit of their iuvestments. 
The place was flourishing, but the 
outloy was in excess of the legitimate 
return, speaking generally. The 
town was continually growing, but 
few had realized thoir investments; 
and tho gains on real property and on 
commerce wore relaid out in addi- 
tional buildings by the most prudent, 
so that at tho particular period I niu 
writing of money was rather scarce, 
an;l be.side.s, tho laiido.vnors wc re fool- 
iuL' Iceeiily tho weight of the direct 
ta.Kulioii, iin])osi;d to maintain tho free 
port systoin and to do without Uus- 
loin'.s duties. iSo nuieh for tho slate 
and eondition of one claFH. 

A t tho same period tbo commorcial 
clasHCH wore overtrading, had pre- 
viously overtraded, and had extended 
their credit in British Columbia be- 
yond prudent bounds. There was 
much money due to thorn which the}' 
could not recover, yet ihoy prosontod 
a bold front to tlio world and luld up 
in liopH of beltoi- times, and instead 
of being depressed by the present or 
ilcspuiideut of llio future, llicir faith in tlio 
resources of both colonics was so strong; tliat 
tlic^ embarked in manj- sobemeB of aapecula- 
tivo character, such ag inrostmentg in copper 
mines, Bilrcr mioes, and mining canals, ami 
otiier wbicb drained tbcm of, to say (be loii>it, 
lUl their readj monoy. Investments in these 
Kchcmes were not confiDcd to commercial niuii. 
Olliora wont into thorn, and raony borroweii 
tiioiicy to 1^11 In with. 

It woiilil hiirdly ho too eirouR a fipuro of 
hpcecli to use, if 1 wcro to any thnt lit tlio pi," 
ri(j(l I liiivo in my mind tlio people of Victoriii 
liiiil recovered from tiioir slrugf^le lo aiilidue 
tlio wllJerncss, hiul built ii re.-ijiuctiible lowii, 
liiu! ('.■<l;il)liglietl iv liicTiUivo cciniiierco b.v ilii 
.joint tlVoi-ts of lOtigli.-ili luiil A muricnng cliii llv, 
owiieil ships mill Hi.e;\mi:r,<, iiml ivoru lookiiij; 
I'oru-iird l(j the reiil i/.iitiuii of tlieir britjlitem 
lidpe.i ; lull lliiit tln-y iivorloolicd the possi-. 
bit- f.ito of goiug too f.ist ; Hint they forgot ilio 
ton fr(>|uent consequences o( ovef'.buildiog, of 
o\er-ini(ling, and of ovor-specnlatlon— namely 
niiielioii. 

Si}\v, it i3 cnsy eiioiiL'li to cmicuivo that this 
liiM-uliar conaitioii reiiiuruil ({eiitlu treiitnieiil. 
'I'liii (lirrcl l;ixiiliuri U'lis iiiU limited to the 
biiiillioliler:!. The merchiiiit.s mid trndors, nnd 
.■<liopl<e('pe.is felt it nliio,niid when money wiis 
m:iir(:ci winced under the pinch of it. Hut 
altiioiijjh tlio tiixed woro really boary tho pooi 
plo uiiw and iip|ircciiUoJ the fact tbnt the per-: 
.iniiiir! of GoTornmont was very oconomical ; 
tlnit their Uovoroor WHS ^ man of uncommon' 
indiiBtry and a bard worker; and tbat the bulk 
of the taxes were expended upon works of a 
permanent character, such as roads and otlii i' 
improvements ; wbile the Oovornor lind for 
himself the Insignidoant salary from the Oolo- 
ny of £800 a year, although be provided him 



No vrondor that people who bad to maintain 
thu c:fpcnBeB of Uovcrnmonl should view with 
some misgivings tbo advent of a now Qovcr" 
nor. This was a time wbicb reqnirad a prac- 
ticed band " to guide the vessel ot the State," 
for.thereaotioa Lhave spoken of was now (to 
some persons) become dimly visible ; and to 
avert its force when it should come, required 
the utmost prudence, temper, and good feeling 
on the part of the .Qovernor, ^bo. has no Mins 
isiry to act as a " baffer" to his ineaBuren. 

It was nt.the time, wl;en ;jiSii!rs wers in tho 
condition I hare attempted to describe, and a 
most inauspicious time it was for tho purpose, 
that the Colonial olBce nearly two years ago 
not only sent out a new Qovernor, strange to 
tbo real condition nnd ignorant of the true 
wants of the country, and with an over'-estis 
mate of ita avnilubic resouroei and capacity of 
ta.\ation ; bat, as if with a refinement of cruel., 
ty, nnd us if the Minister wished to place this 
gt-ntlcman in a false position with his new 
"subjects," ho instructed him to enforce a 
Civil [jisttoo expeasivo for this Colony under 
any cireumatftncea, nnd most inopportune and 
injudicious at tlio particular juncture. 

By this Civil List, for which llio Crown lands 
woro olTered aa an equivalent, but for which 
they really are not an equivalent, as I shall 
show some other time, the Governor's salary 
wag Gxed at £:!000 n year, besides a residence, 
which tbo Colonists wore required to build, 
and which would cost £10,000. At this very 
time money matters wcro boginuing lo get 
" pinched," and tho rfiic/ioii waa approaching 
wiih redoubled steps — an unlucky moment in 
wbicli to make unwonted calls on moo's purses. 

In duo course the rcaclion did come, and the 
Colony has been rotrotjrndiiig over since. 

liriiish Columbia also got a new Governor 
at the samo time j and the consequences to her 
of tho change have been moro disastrous than 
those sulTered by this Colony. Her mining poi. 
pulation, the sole source of hor incorao, has sen- 
Hibly decreased, and she has largely increased 
her indebtedness both in England and in tho 
Colony, while tbo revenue for the year just 
ended falls short of the estimates by aconsid- 
crablu amount; and wbicb will oblige addi- 
tional taxation this year. 

In short, since the change of Govornmont 
and the arrival of the two new Uovcraors both 
Oolouies have been going down bill fast. 

All sorts of schemes are propostd to remedy 
these evils, and the subject is under considera- 
tion by the Home Government. 

At first sight the moat obvious cure would 
be Union. It looks, of course, eminently ab>. 
surd that to govern a handful of people not 
amounting in both Colonics to the popalation 
of a decent English pariah there shonld bo a 
duplicate of every attribute of government — 
two Qoveraors, two Ooloniat Secretaries ; two 
of all the other wise and foolish men who form 
tho ataff; two of each of the persons who fall 
under the designation of " ofljcere," ei id genus 
onme ; two jmliciariea ; two kinds ot money, and 
two capitals. 

All this ij so absurd that ono can scarcely 
d'souss it seriously. But, tho ovil being of 
long-standing, it is moro dillicult of euro than 
would at first appear. 

Had tbo territory on tho mainland boon add- 
ed to the already eslablisliod Colony of V.^Ui- 
couver Island ot first, no dillicully need have 
occurred. Bui British Columbia is not a very 
attractive bride to unite with in permanent 
bonds. She is deeply in debt, while her pro- 
posed consort is but slightly so encumbered, 
liritish Columbia being a largo, wide, slrag' 
gling country, with a mining population shilt- 
iiig about periodically from one mining locality 
to another, and far apart, she is very vxpcnsivo 
to govern, even with judgment and economy 
To all those new mines roada in a frightfully 
rough country must ha made. They may be 
soon abandoned, but they must be made. There 
is the slightest possible inducement tor a seti 
tied populatioa. The climate is in winter ex- 
cessively severe. Frasci Kivcr, tbo inlet and 
outlet, has been frozen and inaccessible to all 
vessels for some time back— of course, a great 
detriment and hindrance to trade. The min- 
ing season is short, and nearly every miner 
loaves the country in the end of autumn and 
only retarns to work in June or Juiy, giving 
the country the benefit ot- only one-half ot his 
annual expenditure. It is dilticult to see bow 
agriculture ur commerce can spring iuto life in 
such a country. The single interest tbat has 
hitherto kept the country alive is mining; but 
her mines don't take somehow: Tho miners 
are decreasing regularly every year, nnd it is 
admitted by those who best know thai if next 
summer so small a number as 2000 miners 
should remain away — that is to say, if thomin- 
ing population is Itsa by 20UO neitseason than 
it was last season, then tho Government will 
not bo able to subsist, or to exist for that 
matter. It will not have money enough lo pay 
ita stair with. Now, suppose the miners to 
hocomo ao reduced as to bring about this la> 
nienlablo result, how would Vancouver Island 
fare if united to British Columbia n Very badly, 
with all tho debts of her partner on bar Bhoul< 
ders. With tho exit of the miners all Indus* 
tries would vanisli. 

On the other hand, Victoria is so well situ- 
ated for commerco with California, Mexico, 
Central and South America, the islands of the 
PuRiAc, everywhere ; China and Japan on the 
one band, and with the entire country north 
of this to the Amoor river on tbo other, that, 
sooner or later, this place must rise and pros-, 
per, even if British Colnmbia shonld descend 
and revert to the aboriginal Indians. 

Victoria must beoome a depot of merchan- 
dise for an extensive and varied market, and 
the Colony is rich in natural resources of the 
most useful character— coal, copper, gold, 
lumber nnd fish particularly ; cultivable land 
to supply very largo population, nnd unuau» 
ally accessible by water for conveynnco to 
market, and scenery and climala that niako 
Vancouver Island tho most charming place of 
rcsidenco. Then tlio Colony is much advanced 
already, and although the Victorians have Buf- 
lorod terribly, they never lo.il heart. Nothing 
can daunt ibeir energy nor dash tli«ir pluck. 
In the woist of ihe laia had times they bravely 
kept lip all their games, piiBtinirs and amuso- 
nient.-J ; their charities, nnd rsligioiis and edu- 
tational mooliugB, their uiilitary exercises, and 
all iho routine of lifo of a high spirited people, 
in nil which they wcro warmly seconded by 
tbo (iovornor, who is a most sociable, kindly 
disposed, and amiablo man. Even some good 
liouseo havo been erected since the advent of 
tho " hard times, ' and ono very expensive one 
is now being begun. Now, must people would 
say that with these advantages, and with such 
a population, having an abiding faith in the 
future, V^aaconver might Stand alone ; but ths 
miijority would be satisfied to link her fate 
with British Columbia, conditioned on having 
Olio avateni, ono govoruor, one staff, one judi- 
ciary, and ono capital, and that in Victoria. 
Any other plan of union will fail, I believe. 
Tlio old joalou.sy will continuo, 

I'erbaps aa good a plan as any would bo for 
tho proaent to return to tho former oystcm of 
one governor for both Colonies with their pre> 
sem iialitiiiioiia. One impartial governor over 
both woulil keep them from cutting each 
otlier's airoatg, any way. 

I am happy to liu ablo lo report that tho cold 
cvpori duty an obnoxious tax, is about to bo 
abolished by tho Govornment of liritish Co- 
lumbia, to the joy of tho miners and to the 
good ot tho Colony, and that new diggings, 
reported to ho very rich, on tho Columbia 
river in British territory, are expected to at-, 
tract- freah minora lo the Colony this ensuing 
season.' 

I omitted to state in ita appropriate place 
thai tho Legislutuio la pruning the Govern" 
mcnt Kslimatos with so unsparing n hand iu 
Vancouver as will very greatly, I think, reduce 
tho taxation and the public expenditure for 
tlio current year. Kvery ono is Ijenl on econ^ 
omy, and the action ot the House of Assembly 
meets, in tbe main, with general approval. 

The Olvil List, althongb it is not a favorite, 
has with good taste been loft intact.' 
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Bark ''East6iii.Cliie£"

Tho Keverend gentleman is evidently a master 
of rhetoric, his language is choice, ligurative, 
nnd imi)resjive, his illualrations apt ami forci- 
ble, and his knowledge of the human mind 
profound, Ilia cliiefand perhaps only tailing— 
if we may be pivrdonud on such an occasion lor 
presuming to allude to it — is a tendency, when 
be becomes earnest, to distort bis coun- 
tenance. Tho address was divided into 
two beads, the first, " man's dependence upon 
Ood|" tbe second, "man's iuteridependenco, 
one upon another," which were bcfth skilfully 
illustrated and applied tu tbe occasion, the 
reverend gentleman having apostrophized tbe 
opening of bis discourse by remarking " that 
Masonry ' was essentially a holy institution."

Btreel, wlieve tin; lirclliren enU'ri'd and lliu 
usual .Masonic ceremDiiies were performed, tho 
band perlonning appropriate inuGic wliile the 
exercises were in progress. In the evening, a 
grand banquet was served at llio Now Hall, to 
which about one liniuhcd llrulhren sat down. 
In closing this account, a brief description o! 
the noble Woi-k of buildings which conjpriso 
the Masonic Hall, may not be uninteresting : The 
erection has a frontage of (iii feet on Govern- 
meit street, and is 05 feet deep ; tho hoiglit 
from tho sills to the top of tho pediment is ^1 
feet. The front is of Salt Spring island frto 
Stone; tho massive columns and llniols'aro of 
Iron. The ground floor is 14 foot high, and is 
divided into tbreo stores.

The lodgekrooms 
and ante-rooms are situated over two of tbe 
stores nearest Port street, and tho law oham,. 
bers of Pearkes& Qroon occupy tho space over 
tbe third store.

Thcto is ititetioo oxcilemcnt to-day in 
monied cirolca over ilio devolopmeiitd of 
unothor astounding forgery cuso, in wliieli a 
prominent Wall street operator ia the culprit, 
lie ia off, probably on hifi way to I'luropo in 
the last s.iiliiiK sleamsliip, the Persia. The 
oitciit of his forgeries, thus fur uscertaincd, 
i» over S.'tOO.OOO, but it is loared tbo other 
devolopinuiits nre yet to oome. 

The culprit ia J(.lin ItuHa, wlin ii.id oe(!u- 
pieil a rL'uni in Exchange place for only 
about one month, but liud bcun pruviourtly 
known In tbo street as an extensive oper- 
ator, and bud borne a good reputation among 
business men. 

The operations of IlosB are detailed as 
follows : — 

At 'ijij o'clock p. ni., ye.'flcrdny, Albert 
Speyor, dealer in golil ami Ntoeks. received 
from llie Fourlli National Hank two cheeks 
for 3l'il,8()0 each, puriiorling lo be nigneil 
by liiin, efrlilieil by the bank, and .signed 
niul indorHiul by .lolin llomi. Uolli eheeka 
bure tlin "urno ni'.nilier. 'I'lui bank ulllcurs 
Hlutu thai their certllieatior, uf tliu chcokd is a 
forgery. Mr. Byoyor also stales that this 
signature is a forgerjr. Tho oheoki camo 



from tlio Union or Conlinontal Bank in tlio 
regular wny of exehnngo, anil had becil la 
ken by them on 'I'ucsdny. Tliey aro litlio- 
praphcd, utid a fuc simile o! those used by 
Mr. Speyer, the numbers being tbe satne as 
used by him upon one of bis chocks a few 
days since. 

At about the same hour flowo & Macy, 
backers and brokers at No. 32 Wall fitreot, 
received from ilio Leather Manulaoturcra' 
IJauk two checks for $54,000 each, in curr-- 
enoy, purporting to havo been drawn by them 
nnd rccoived in tho way ol e.vchango by ihii 
above bank fjom the Union uiid Continental 
Bunks: 'I'hoy were made payable to tbo 
order of .John IIors, and were perfcot oouo" 
(erfoits of tho style of check nsed by the firm. 
Ifolh wero forged. 

A few weeks since Koas paid into tho 
hands of Gruosbock & Co., brokor.a, of No. 
30 Broad street, a lorgu amount ul money, lo 
bo iuvcaled in Michigan Central Railroad 
bouils. These bonds aro very plain, and 
easily counterfeited. The bonds were pur- 
ebascd and delivered to Ross. Two weeks 
since, lie called on Mr. Groeabock, anil sla- 
ting that he wanted to borrow some money, 
left as security what purported to bo some 
of tho bonds purclinsod lor him by ll:e firm, 
TliQ money was loaned him, und the bonds 
taken. The bonds left by him an security 
now prove to bo forged, lie Ims alao, it is 
staled, borrowed other suras Irorn the lirm. 

On Tuesday Iloss called upon J. S. Cro- 
nia & Co., Brokers at No. 27 Wall street, 
where he was well keowe, and purobaand 
$50,000 in gold, in payment for which he 
tendered o check lor SG'fOOO on the Contin- 
ental Buuk, where he was known to bo a 
dopositer, and whiuh bore tbe oertiOcation of 
iho bank. This check waa sent to the bank 
by the lirm lo know if the cartiQcation waa 
cornet, 'I'lio burik relumed for an.swer that 
It waa. The check waa by Uio firm Eubse- 
iiueiitly depoaitod in tho liank ul Common- 
wealth, ami in the regular course of exchange 
reached the Conlinenlal Bank yesterday, 
whore the certiiicalion was pronounced a 
lorgory. It is a question of voracity at pres- 
ent between tbe firm aid tbe bank. Tho 
former claim that the bank ofBoers informed 
their mes.tenger, when sent with the cheek, 
that ilin curiification was correct. This tbe 
batik denies. 

At 2 o'clock on Tueailay afternoon Rosa 
purcha.sed from Klack i: Spalding, gold bro- 
kora, of No. \'J, Broad elrcot, .•^50,000 in 
gold, and gave them, also, a check for SG l,- 
000 on the Continental Bank in payment lor 
the same. This wos deposited by the firm 
in the Leather Maoufaoturets' Bank, les- 
terday morning this was sent back to the 
firm by tho bank on which it was drawn, 
with tho nnnouucurnent that, like tbo others, 
the certification was a forgery. 

It was al.-n staled on tho atreet that the 
Continental Bank waa a heavy luser by Rosa, 
he haying tlepo.siiod forged ohocka lo his 
credit ip tho bank, and dtawo against ihetn 
to a large amount. 

Tho moat cooflictiog rumors were ciroui. 
lated. Scarcely a prominent firm in tbe 
bankiog or brokerage business but were 
slated to have been viotimizod by Ross, to a 
greater or leas extent. The amount of his 
operationy were variously estimated at from 
5200,000 to S500,000 ; flomo croduloua in- 
diviiiuals even conjecturing that it might 
teaoh a million.— iV. Y. Cor. Bulldin. 

PROM SOUTH AMERICA. 



(From the liullctin) 

By the Inst.'arrival from Panama we havo 
later dales from South America. There had 
been no further warlike operations. Tho 
Spanish fleet after tbe unsocoessful bom" 
bardment of Oallao, withdrew and tbe block- 
ade of the port was declared raised. A 
letter from Callao, after detailing at length 
the engagement between tbe Spaniards nnd 
Peruviana, the particulars of wbioh we have 
already giveu, adds : 

The Peruvians fired the last gun at tbe 
rotrcaiin^ defeated Spaniards nt about 4:45 
p. m.; and us the ships steamed out of reach 
•he rejoicing on shore took the turn which 
an earnest country would most like lo see ila 
brave soldierfl give it in a conlcat for homo 
and freedom. At once measures were taken 
lo repair any damage done, and the sun rose 
next morning not only on the batteries and 
guns of yesterday restored, but on additional 
guos erected — fresh men to man therewith, 
enthusiasm roused to tbe highest to again ena 
counter tbe enemy. 

Tbe numerical loss in killed and wounded 
on shore is very trilling. A corps con.'.^iatini,' 
principally of foreigners look all the wound- 
ed in charge ; the ladiea of Lima personally 
uttendcii the unforlunalo men, whilo a sub- 
scription li3l on their behalf and for the wid- 
ows of the killed was no sooner set going then 
It produced 853,000 on the day following the 
engagement.
